Suffragette honour 
with a town statue

A statue of Emily Davison looks set to 
be put up in Epsom town centre, after 
councillors agreed to work with cam¬ 
paigners to see it installed. 

Labour councillor Kate Chinn pro¬ 
posed the motion for the council to 
support the community in funding 
and putting the statue up in the mar¬ 
ket place. 

Emily Davison was famously in¬ 
jured after stepping in front of the 
king’s horse at the Epsom Derby on 
June 4,1913, five years before the law 
changed to allow some women to vote. 

It is suggested she was trying to 
pin the suffragette colours onto the 
horse’s bridle, but she died at Epsom 
Cottage Hospital from her injuries 
four days later. 

Cllr Chinn said: “Now is the time 
for the council to commit to ensuring 
this statue is erected. It is an opportu¬ 
nity for the borough to celebrate the 
centenary of parliament passing the 
Representation of the People Act. 

“This year, improvements are 
planned in the market square and 
there is a budget allocated for seat¬ 


ing and enhancing the environment. 
What a fantastic focal point a statue 
in recognition of Emily’s role in get¬ 
ting the vote for women would be.” 

Residents Association councillor 
and chairman of the Strategy and 
Resources Committee Eber Kington 
amended the motion to remove men¬ 
tion of a bench for the statue to be 
seated on. Councillors unanimously 
agreed to approve the amended mo¬ 
tion at a meeting on Tuesday, April 24. 

Chairwoman of the Emily Davi¬ 
son Memorial Project Sarah Dewing 
said: “I was a little surprised with the 
amendment. But I’m very please that 
there is cross party support for this. 

“It sounds like the council will do 
all it can to have this statue erected in 
the town centre.” 

Work has been ongoing between 
the council and the memorial project 
group on the statue for some time. 

Cllr Kington said: “If all goes to 
plan the statue will be a fitting testa¬ 
ment to the important role of Emily 
Davison in the suffragette movement, 
and to the role the suffragettes gener¬ 
ally in campaigning for equality. 

“It will also provide an important 
new landmark and a statement of 
how Epsom feels about its link with 
such a significant point in the na¬ 
tion’s history”

Mother and sister both battled serious illness

A scuba-diver from the bor¬ 
ough of Epsom and Ewell is 
taking on a swimming chal¬ 
lenge after her sister and 
mum both battled cancer. 

Roisin’s family has been 
in turmoil three times now; 
the first was when her sister, 
Firuze, was diagnosed with 
an incredibly rare cancer 
aged just 11 - and told it was 
terminal. 

The second was when 
their mum, Ladan, was di¬ 
agnosed with breast cancer, 
the third was her sister also 
having breast cancer aged 27, 
having survived her first ill¬ 
ness against the odds. 

Talking about her sister’s 


first illness, when Roisin her¬ 
self was just 13, she said: “It 
was very difficult; the Royal 
Marsden were very good and 
they offered counselling for 
siblings -1 had depression. 

“It was a very difficult 
time and I didn’t really un¬ 
derstand what was going on. 

“I was almost bitter in a 
way, I felt left out of the fam¬ 
ily and I didn’t really know 
what I could do to help.” 

It even affected how close 
she felt to her sister, “We def¬ 
initely drifted when she had 
her first cancer,” said Roisin. 

Now Roisin is determined 
to swim 5km on April 28 
to raise money for Cancer 
Research UK, who fund re¬ 
search into kinder and more 
effective treatments. 

On her JustGiving page 
Roisin said: “When my lit¬ 
tle sister was 11, we found a 


lump in her shoulder blade. 

“She had bone cancer. At 
this exact moment as I’m 
writing this, and reading it 
out to my mother, I have to 
stop. 

“I feel unsettled by how 
raw this memory still is, how 
easily it still upsets us both.” 

Soon after her sister’s first 
cancer, their mother found 
a lump too. She had breast 
cancer. 

“Having gone through 
it all with her daughter, 
she was now back at the 
Royal Marsden, to fight 
her own cancer with Ra¬ 
diotherapy and loosing her 
hair to chemotherapy,” said 
Roisin. 

Two years ago, aged 28, her 
sister found multiple lumps 
in her breasts. 

Roisin said: “She was ada¬ 
mant it was cancer, despite 


my reassuring her it could 
be any number of things. I 
was wrong. She had breast 
cancer.” 

Both her mum and sister 
have survived, but there is 
a chance cancer can come 
back. 

The family pulled-together 
for Firuze’s wedding, where 
money was donated to Can¬ 
cer Research instead of tra¬ 
ditional gifts, and their dad 
was sober after years fight¬ 
ing alcohol and pill addic¬ 
tion. 

Roisin is aiming to swim 
200 lengths, equivalent to 
5km, in two and a half hours. 

So far she has raised more 
than £2,000, to help go to

Council’s ‘more enterprising’ 


Epsom and Ewell borough councillors 
have voted to add more paid-for services 
as the council to becomes “more enter¬ 
prising”, in response to dwindling gov¬ 
ernment support. 

The council faces a projected budget 
shortfall of £600,000 by 2020/21, after the 
government decided to stop providing 
Revenue Support Grant. 

A report by council officers suggested 
using the situation to make “fundamen¬ 
tal changes” to the way the authority 
operates. 

Councillor Eber Kington, chairman 
of the Strategy & Resources Committee 


that voted the proposals through, said: 
“Despite the loss of government grant 
and other financial pressures we have 
not cut any service to our residents. 

“However, going forward, we not only 
have to ensure that those services are 
cost effective but must also look to pro¬ 
vide additional paid-for services that are 
of a high quality and reflect the chang¬ 
ing needs of our residents.” 

Now the council could offer services 
such as grounds maintenance, regula¬ 
tory advice to businesses, advertising 
space, and increasing private use of 
parks and council-owned venues.

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Pensioner, 91, is scammed 
out of £lk in ‘courier fraud’

A 91-year-old woman lost almost £1,000 
after being scammed, and police have re¬ 
leased images of a man they want to talk 
to in connection with their investigation. 

The woman, from Ewell, was the vic¬ 
tim of “courier fraud”, whereby a person 
calls saying they are from the bank, or 
sometimes police, and convinces the vic¬ 
tim their card has been cloned. 

They convinced the woman to give 
some details, before arranging for a “cou¬ 
rier” to collect the cards. 

Someone arrived later that day to pick 
up the cards - he is described as white, 
30 to 40 years old, about 6ft lins tall, slim 
and with short dark brown hair; he was 
wearing a long-sleeved jacket and jeans. 

The victim cancelled her cards, but 
they had been used at a cash machine and 
at three stores in the area.

cutting grass, similar to a sickle 
•Plashing: the weaving of slashed tree 
branches between upright branches to 
create a hedge

Finger lickin’ good for franchise 


KFC could be coming to Epsom High 
Street, following an application to 
change the use of a shop building by a 
franchisee. 

The application relates to number 17, 
currently rented by i-Tech Mobiles, 
which held Millets until the middle of 
last year. 

Permission from Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council is needed to use the 


site, and the application has been 
made by Iceking Group, which runs 
franchises of KFC and Pizza Hut. 

Plans suggest there would be seats 
for about 50 customers, and the 
restaurant would employ about 25 
people. 

The shop is listed on an estate agent’s 
website as available to rent for £38,500 
a year. 


Skatepark to 
increase in size

An Epsom skatepark criti¬ 
cised as a place where teenag¬ 
ers “smoke weed” and “shout 
profanities” is being made 
even bigger. 

The council said more con¬ 
crete skate ramps are being 
built in Long Grove Park be¬ 
cause young children or be¬ 
ginners could get injured if 
they used the same ramps as 
more advanced skaters. 

A zip-wire, which local 
residents said is very popu¬ 
lar, has been taken down to 
accommodate it. 

The plans were put for¬ 
ward to neighbours in Octo¬ 
ber 2017. 

A Horton Crescent resi¬ 
dent said in the planning ap¬ 
plication: “The council do not 
currently address the prob¬ 
lems caused by the current 
development, namely the 
smoking of weed by the us¬ 
ers of the skatepark, the anti¬ 
social behaviour of youths 
next to a children’s play area, 
including the shouting of

profanities and loud music, 
the litter left by users of the 
skate facility 

“Increasing the size of this 
facility will only increase 
these issues which already 
have an adverse effect on a 
quiet, family-orientated area 
of Epsom.” 

John Feltham, who lives 
in Horton Lane, only real¬ 
ised the skate park was being 
built when he walked past the 
site. 

He said there is already a 
skate park for younger chil¬ 
dren in the area and thought 
money would be better spent 
on roads. 


“I moved away from Gatley 
Avenue because of the noise 
from the park there. I was 
there about 20 years before,” 
he added. 

“There are pot holes as big 
as craters in the area and 
nothing is being done about 
them. 

“I understand it’s Surrey 
Council that are responsible 
for roads, but Epsom [and 
Ewell Council] are spending 
money on things that could 
be on the back-burner.” 

Another local resident Joe 
Read, of Haydock Court, said: 
“I have no issue with the ex¬ 
tra planning for a skate park 
as I think it is brilliant that 
kids are outside. The only is¬ 
sue I have is the noise from 
the skate boards. In the sum¬ 
mer it gets light at 4.30am and 
dark at 11pm meaning that 
the skaters are out until it 
gets dark.” 

A spokeswoman for Epsom 
and Ewell Council said: “The 
extension for a beginners’ 
section to the existing Long 
Grove Skate and BMX park 
was well established follow¬ 
ing the decision at the Coun¬ 
cil’s Strategy and Resources 
Committee in March 2015.”

New microbrewery launched 


The Jolly Coopers in Epsom has launched 
a microbrewery, drawing on head 
brewer’s 30 years of experience in home 
brewing. 

Fuzzchat, taken from the name given to 
a person born on Epsom Common, will 
brew ten ales, and four will normally 
rotate at the bar. 

Head brewer Ray Hitt has begun 
operations from what was the 
nineteenth-century blacksmith’s cottage 
at the back of the pub in Wheelers Lane. 
There was about a year between work 
starting on the cottage, which had not 
had a roof for some time, and the launch. 


General manager Dan said: “When we 
launched the microbrewery it was the 
best day ever for the pub, in terms of 
business. We sold 18 barrels of beer 
in one and a half days. To put that in 
context, we usually do 10 a week. It was 
madness for a small pub like ours. We 
couldn’t have hoped for a better start.” 

It is believed to be the first brewery 
started in Epsom in more than 90 years. 
Dan said: “The support from locals 
and people coming from as far away as 
Staines was brilliant. We’re really lucky 
to be somewhere that people care about 
local businesses.”

Epsom women inspired by 
the heroic effort of partici¬ 
pants at Sunday’s London 
Marathon can enter Race for 
Life on The Epsom Downs. 

Unlike the London Mara¬ 
thon, women signing up to 
Cancer Research UK’s Race 
for Life don’t need to train for 
months to take part. 

Instead, they can partici¬ 
pate in 5k or 10k events at 
their own pace, walking, jog¬ 
ging or running their way 
around the course. 

The Race for Life will be 
held on the Epsom Downs 
on June 24, a scenic, grassy 
route with just a few small 
hills. 

Sarah Parker, Cancer Re¬ 
search UK’s Epsom event 
manager, said: “This year, 
we’re encouraging women to 
follow the lead of the mara¬ 
thon runners and take on 


their own fitness challenge 
by signing up to Race for Life 
in Epsom. “Women of all 
shapes, sizes, ages and abili¬ 
ties can take part. 

“Whether they’re plan¬ 
ning a 5k walk with friends 
or a 10k jog, it’s not about 
being first to the finish line; 
it’s about coming together to 
beat cancer sooner.” 

It is £10 for children aged 
six and over to enter, £14.99 
for women, free (and no reg¬ 
istration) for children under 
six. 

The course is unfortunate¬

‘Riding roughshod’ 

There is a growing feeling in Croydon that 
officers at the council are riding roughshod over 
the opinions, concerns and interests of local 
residents when it comes to planning matters. 

They have let it be known that nowhere is safe, 
no detached house is safe from intensive 
development, particularly when it involves the 
demolition of family houses and blocks of flats 
in their place. 

There is one such planning application in at 
the moment on Addiscombe Road, the A232, 
where it is proposed that a family, detached 
house with parking for one car, be demolished 
and a storey block of nine flats be built with rear 
parking for nine cars. 

The anticipated density is 36 people living 
there. This type of application is happening 

All over Croydon, against the genuine 
concerns of those who will be affected. 

The officers would do well to listen to these 
people as is it us who pay their wages. 

There are hundreds of flats for sale in 
Croydon and some of the new tower blocks have 
flats in total darkness at night - presumably 
standing empty 

We do not need flat building on this scale, the 
infrastructure - roads, doctors, schools and 
pollution levels cannot cope. 

Croydon needs houses, particularly affordable 
or housing association homes for people who 
cannot afford the very high prices being asked 
for the never-ending building of luxury tower 
blocks.

Buildings are ‘not surplus’ 


Friday, 13th April. What a day! A 
Newspaper headline states 
Buildings to be knocked down 
and land sold to pay £20.5 m bill 
for repairs at Epsom General 
Hospital. This is a fifth of the 
Epsom General Hospital Site. 

Apart from the doctors flats 
which are now unoccupied these 
buildings are all occupied. Are 
the occupants to be housed in 
more expensive rented 
accommodation in East Street? 

Many administrative staff 
need to be close to the centre of 
the action to make the hospital 
efficient and for close liaison. 
What happened to the millions 
given by the Government ? Is 
this being spent to upgrade St. 
Helier? These buildings and land 
must remain for future hospital 
use and not sold for housing if 
Epsom General Hospital is to 
survive at all. The buildings and 
land are not surplus. 

We were informed that 
Ferguson House at St. Helier was 
not fit for purpose so 
Management and occupants were 
moved out to nice new rented 
buildings in East Street Epsom. 
Ferguson House was not pulled 
down as stated and car parking 
built to replace it. Money is being 
spent on rented accommodation. 
Ferguson House was provided 
with a lift, new outpatients 
department, a second CT 


Scanner, a restaurant and call 
centre for appointments. How 
come it was suddenly fit for 
purpose? Why have buildings 
and land to be sold off at Epsom 
to pay for its own repairs when 
millions have been given to the 
Trust by the Government? How 
has that money been used? Since 
the amalgamation of the two 
hospitals buildings have been left 
to deteriorate at Epsom. Rowan 
House exterior (windows and 
cills) have not been painted in 18 
years nor have other windows or 
cills around the rest of the 
buildings. With lack of care of 
course they will deteriorate. 

The Government has stated 
many thousands of houses have 
to be built in Epsom and Mole 
Valley Infrastructure is needed 
for this i.e. hospital, GP 
surgeries, schools, etc With 
buildings and land sold off there 
will be no room to expand at 
Epsom to cope with the influx of 
people. Has anyone thought of 
the future? 

W H. Smith and Marks and 
Spencer have moved into prime 
spots in the hospital where once 
ante natal, paediatric outpatients 
and the chest clinic once were. 
This re-organisation we have 
been told exceeded the £1 million 
pound budget and so funds have 
had to be found from elsewhere. 
We are told they will bring in 


revenue to the Trust but at what 
cost to the general public? 

At the Friday Board Meeting as 
at many other meetings where 
have our local representatives 
been? They certainly were not at 
Friday’s very important meeting 
which will affect our future 
healthcare. As election time 
draws near, challenge your local 
councillor and demand to know 
why they have not fought to keep 
Epsom General Hospital intact. 
Ask why especially the 
councillors on the Health Liaison 
Committees why they do not 
attend these meetings and find 
out how the public feel. Write to 
them now and ask? You could not 
have a better opportunity? Write 
to your MP, the Prime Minister, 
Surrey County Council. Epsom 
Hospital is worth fighting for. If 
you don’t you will lose a good 
hospital. Write that letter now 
before the forthcoming elections. 

The Chief Executive wants a 
new acute hospital for 15% of the 
sickest people in our community, 
possibly at Sutton where 
consultants will be based. Is this 
to support Royal Marsden for 
their non-cancer patients? 

Sutton is not easy to reach, roads 
are narrow and there are no bus 
routes. A school/college is being 
built on the Sutton site which will 
increase the congestion on the 
roads making access more 


difficult. The infrastructure is 
not there. Many people will not 
be able to reach it easily If an 
acute hospital is needed then it 
must be at Epsom as there are 
already two acute hospitals - St. 
Georges and Croydon plus a 
general hospital at St. Helier all 
within 5 miles of one another. 
Epsom has nothing close by - the 
nearest hospital being 12 miles 
away Do you want to have to 
travel, especially in an 
emergency to a strange hospital? 
Epsom’s population is growing 
and will need a general hospital 
not a trimmed down one. 

The sale of land and buildings 
will also dispose of valuable 
parking space for staff which is 
at a premium now. There is talk 
of a multi-storey car park being 
built but doubt if this will be 
sufficient to meet the needs of 
staff and patients. 

Woodcote Green Road is a busy 
road and increased traffic from 
the housing estate which will 
inevitably replace hospital 
buildings will surely make the 
road congested. What do the 
Woodcote Estate residents think? 

Don’t be complacent and sit 
back, act now, contact your local 
councillor to ascertain their 
views. We do not want a down¬ 
sized hospital which will not fit 
our future needs.

THE GUERNSEY LITERARY AND POTATO PEEL PIE 
SOCIETY (12A): In 1994, love was all around director 
Mike Newell as he shepherded potty-mouthed romantic 
comedy Four Weddings And A Funeral to a trio of coveted 
Baftas - including Best Film - and two Oscar nominations. 
That loving feeling persists in The Guernsey Literary And 
Potato Peel Pie Society, a cumbersome title for a sweep¬ 
ing tale of self-sacrifice, based on the posthumously pub¬ 
lished novel by Mary Ann Shaffer and Annie Barrows. Set 
predominantly on the island during and after the Second 
World War, Newell’s chocolate box romance was filmed 
in picturesque Devon and is laden with emotional soft 
centres to guarantee swoons of satisfaction. Kate Win¬ 
slet was originally attached as the film’s plucky heroine 
but the luminous Lily James now casts a warm glow as 
one point of a tantalising love triangle that provides the 
framework for a grim history lesson peppered with heart¬ 
ache. The script cuts back and forth between 1941 and 
1946 in order to conceal twists in the plot, evoking the era 
with impeccable period design. Sterling support led by 
the majestic Dame Penelope Wilton plucks heartstrings 
without resorting to shameless emotional manipulation. 
THE LEISURE SEEKER (15): More than 25 years af¬ 
ter they last shared the big screen, Dame Helen Mirren 
and Donald Sutherland reunite for a bittersweet journey 
of self-discovery in The Leisure Seeker. Director Paolo 
Virzi’s comical road trip is an affectionate character study 
of fleeting and uneven pleasures, principally the fizzing 
screen chemistry between the lead actors. The script 
is punctuated by deeply touching moments including a 
memorable sex scene, but the tone grinds through gears 
almost as nosily as the vintage camper van that con¬ 
veys an ageing couple on their cross-country odyssey. 
Potentially meaty subplots are introduced then 
completely waylaid, or resolved messily without 
an emotional punchline. A long-running argument about 
the wife’s enduring affection for one old flame sparks 
a ludicrous narrative detour to a care home that is the 
dictionary definition of anticlimax. Were it not for Mirren 
and Sutherland’s commitment, and their ability to tease 
out lightness and shade in bickering spouses, the pic¬ 
ture would splutter to a halt in a mushroom cloud of 


exhaust fumes and missed opportunities. 

RAMPAGE (12A): If any proof were needed of humanity’s 
hubris, look no further than Rampage. 

Hundreds of men and women, including four scriptwrit¬ 
ers and an army of special effects wizards, invested thou¬ 
sands of hours of sweat and tears in this outlandish ac¬ 
tion-packed fantasy adventure based on a popular 1980s 
video game. The result is a chest-beating behemoth of a 
blockbuster with no soul, wit, warmth or sincerity, which 
lumbers from the risible to the yawn-inducingly improb¬ 
able without pausing for breath for such basic concerns 
as logic, characterisation or depth. The ineptitude of Brad 
Peyton’s film is remarkable, eliciting peals of unintentional 
laughter with its clumsy dialogue and ham-fisted attempts 
to create a touching bond between muscular lead star 
Dwayne Johnson and a digitally rendered ape. Dizzying 
action sequences, saturated to choking with computer 
trickery, pummel us into weary submission and demand 
no emotional response. 

TRUTH OR DARE (15): Truth Or Dare deals from the 
same deck as the Final Destination films, conjuring a 
malevolent force that targets high school students in a 
predetermined order and punishes those who refuse to 
abide by the rules with a suitably grisly demise involving a 
seemingly benign inanimate object. The four scriptwriters 
dust off hoary cliches in their pursuit of scares and pep¬ 
per dialogue with sassy one-liners that speak to a genera¬ 
tion which consumes media 24 hours a day on multiple 
devices. Thus, when one girl tries to rebuild bridges with 
her best friend, she casually throws a Whatever Hap¬ 
pened To Baby Jane? reference into her conciliatory 
opening gambit: “I know things have been a little Bette 
and Joan between us...” Predictability haunts every frame 
and white-knuckle scares are exorcised before com¬ 
poser Matthew Margeson’s heavy-handed score cranks 
up the volume. In truth, director Jeff Wadlow’s film is 
mildly diverting but instantly forgettable. I dare you to 
disagree. 

LOVE, SIMON (12A): Finally. After decades of main¬ 
stream Hollywood marginalising gay characters to pe¬ 
ripheral roles as the best friend or confidant, Love, Simon 
walks quietly yet proudly out of the closet and reassures 


the target teenage audience that everyone can be the 
hero of a glossy love story, regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation. Based on the young adult novel Simon Vs The 
Homo Sapiens Agenda by Becky Albertalli, director Greg 
Berlanti’s unabashedly feel-good comedy drama places 
the central character’s internal angst under a glitterball 
without sacrificing goofy supporting characters, tears 
or reconciliations. Nick Robinson imbues his tormented 
teen with sweetness, vulnerability and resolve, so he re¬ 
mains sympathetic even when his actions are reprehen¬ 
sible, and Jennifer Garner and Josh Duhamel are gifted 
key scenes laced with parental pride and understanding. 
Choice one-liners are reserved for Natasha Rothwell’s 
spunky drama teacher, who performs a pitch-perfect 
takedown of homophobic bullies in the school canteen. 
Berlanti builds towards a gushing romantic grandstand 
finish that should inspire goofy grins, tears and even 
smatterings of applause. 


A QUIET PLACE (15): Silence is golden - and imperative 
for survival - in John Krasinski’s nerve-shredding horror 
thriller about a family battling against sightless otherworld¬ 
ly creatures, which hunt by sound. A single sneeze or 
cough could be fatal, and the lean, propulsive script co¬ 
written by Bryan Woods, Scott Beck and Krasinski takes 
sadistic delight in prickling our discomfort until we’re 
ready to scream on the characters’ behalf. In the open¬ 
ing hour, A Quiet Place is a masterclass in old-fashioned 
scares and suspense, including a horrific scene with a 
nail protruding from a wooden basement staircase, which 
begs to be glimpsed through trembling fingers. The film’s 
logic frays in places - it’s unlikely a mattress would keep 
the beasties at bay and the family’s newborn conveniently 
slumbers through some of the tensest exchanges without 
a single giveaway gurgle. However, it’s impossible not to 
be held in a vice-like grip by the characters’ white-knuckle 
ordeal. Don’t speak, don’t breathe, and pray. Silently.

The sun has finally returned to ours skies and you’re on 
the lookout for a little bit of summer reading. As keen 
follower of the property market, you’ve naturally signed 
up for all the daily newsletters charting the goings on 
in the market to make yourself a property whizz by 
autumn. 

But after reading all the different articles and 
opinions, you soon become confused. Very, very 
confused! 

One day you read that property prices are slowing, 
that the time to secure a sale is getting longer and that 
purchaser demand is in decline. 

The next day you see there’s been a surprise rise 
in mortgage applications; that asking prices are on the 
up and that more properties are being placed on the 
market than in recent times. It doesn’t exactly lead to a 
clear view of reality, does it? 

In the industry, we’re coming into contact with Joe 
Public each and every day and for a great many ‘normal 
people’, news headlines can lead to a huge amount of 
confusion and it’s our job, I believe, to instil some clarity 
and honesty. But what is that reality? 

Well, in my view it’s that things are all pretty positive. 
Rightmove recently reported that prices are at an 
all-time high, whilst Property Week highlighted that 
the number of properties being marketed across the 
UK’s top towns and cities is significantly up compared 
to last year. 

At its most basic, that means that average prices 
are up at the same time as transactions are increasing 
-that’s surely a win, win situation and I believe it 
demonstrates that green shoots really are out there. 

Of course, reports and indices are all well and good, 
but they’re often measured using different criteria in 
different places at different times and, therefore, don’t 
provide useful points of comparison. 

And indeed, ‘the’ property market probably isn’t, in 
all honesty, a single entity in any case. The market is 
more likely a combined mixture of many micro markets, 


not just based on regions but on localised need, 
suburban nuances and individual circumstance. 

For a business such as Andrews, however, we do 
gain a pretty good insight into what’s happening out 
there. Our branch network extends across a diverse 
geographical landscape and while that is, admittedly, 
just across the South of the UK, there’s no denying 
the stark differences that can be seen between 
South London suburbia and rural Gloucestershire - 
no-one would expect a one-bedroom flat in Stroud, 
Gloucestershire to command a similar value to its 
counterpart in South West London, would they? 

Naturally, there has been some cooling off in recent 
times and the speed of recovery varies from one area 
to another. What appears consistent, however, is that 
demand is encouragingly high across the board, albeit 
with purchasers and renters alike being increasingly 
discerning. 

In London (where some would lead you to believe 
the market is in freefall), our sales teams report a cooler 
market but one which remains encouragingly active. 
Similarly, sales demand in the South West remains 
high and the teams there anticipate price increases 
during the remainder of this year, albeit at a slower pace 
than they’ve witnessed before. 

And it’s a positive message in the lettings sector too 
where all our key markets are reporting an increasingly 
buoyant market where quality property stock is letting 
faster than ever. 

These aren’t areas that we’re comparing against 
one another. They’re simply places where confidence 
in property is buoyant and as an industry, it’s that which 
we need to remain focused on. 

I honestly believe that confidence is key and right 
now, there’s little reason not to be confident... unless 
you allow yourself to be too swayed by some headlines, 
of course!

Sutton United assistant man¬ 
ager Micky Stephens says last 
Saturday’s 1-0 win at Ebbsfleet was 
just what the U’s needed ahead of 
this Saturday’s lunchtime show¬ 
down with fourth-placed Aldershot. 

A stunning solo goal from Tom 
Bolarinwa proved the difference as 
United came away from north Kent 
with three vital points. 

Bolarinwa latched onto a Craig 
Eastmond header 35 yards from 
goal and then waltzed past several 
Fleet defenders before smashing the 
ball beyond Nathan Ashmore in the 
77th minute to send the Sutton fans 
in a crowd of 2,852 wild. 

Having been on a wretched 
recent run of just one win in seven 
games, United gave a vastly im¬ 
proved all-round team display to get 
their promotion push back on track. 

A point against Aldershot will 
guarentee Sutton home advan¬ 
tage in the play-off semi-final on 
Sunday May 6. 

“It was a brilliant performance,” 
said Stephens. 

“We looked strong and played 
with a vibrancy that has been 
lacking in recent weeks. 

“We controlled the game and 
thoroughly deserved to win. It’s 


given us renewed confidence. 

“We’re in a good place at the mo¬ 
ment. To be third with a game left 
is amazing. We’ve just got to take it 
game by game but the mood in the 
camp is upbeat. 

“There’s still a lot that can hap¬ 
pen on Saturday but we’ve just 
got to play our own game then see 
where that takes us.” 

The feel-good factor created by 
Saturday’s victory was tempered 
by the sad news of the death of 
legendary former manager Barrie 
Williams on Monday 

Stephens was the creative spark 
of the Sutton side which enjoyed 
so much success under Williams 
in the 1980s. 

Amongst many other achieve¬ 
ments, the U’s earned a reputation 
as giantkillers thanks to two FA 
Cup runs which began with a 3-0 
thumping of then Third Division 
Aldershot in 1987 and culminated 
in a 2-1 victory over First Division 
Coventry City in 1989. 

Stephens was keen to pay 
tribute to his former manager. 

“I have so many wonder¬ 
ful memories of playing under 
Barrie,” he said. 

“He was a great coach and 
pushed me on to become a better 
player and better person. 

“He told us that it was impor¬ 
tant to conduct ourselves well on 
and off the pitch. He wanted us 


to win but he also wanted us to 
conduct ourselves in the right way 

“He enjoyed a laugh and a joke 
but we knew where the line was. 

“His training sessions were 
excellent. He had so much 
information to give us and I was 
always willing to listen. He really 
improved my game. 

“He stood by us all throughout 
our careers and beyond. He made 
us better people and I still take that 
with me today 

“Paul Doswell (current man¬ 
ager) is a more than worthy person 
to take the club onto another level. 

“It’s incredible to think we’re on 
the brink of the Football League.”
